I  have  the  honour  to  jpresent  the  Annual  Report  for  the  Public 
Health  Services  for  196'^ • 

You  do  not  need  any  report  from  me  to  tell  you  vdia.t  you  already 
Imow,  tha.t  yours  is  a  pleasant  and  healthy  district  in  which  to  live. 

In  1964  there  v/as  an  increase  in  population,  and  an  increase  in 
house  building,  the  birth  rate  remained  high  and  the  death  rate  was 
lov/. 


Many  elderly  persons  who  were  previously  living  in  circumstances 
where  they  viere  vulnerable  to  adverse  v/inter  conditions  are  nov; 
occupying  elderly  persons  bungalows  with  warden  system. 

The  method  which  the  Council  has  adopted  is  only  one  way  in  v/hich 
housing  for  elderly  persons  can  be  undertaken. 

It  deserves  to  succeed  in  rural  districts  because  these  small-scale 
schemes  in  the  larger  villa.ges  enable  many  elderly  people  to  remain  in 
their  own  village  when  the  time  comes  for  them  to  need  sheltered 
accomimodation.  Also,  becasue  they  retain  their  independence  and  their 
ov/n  j)OSsessions,  the^/  preserve  intact  their  own  precious  identity. 

The  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  associated  with  an  outbreak 
involving  children  attending  a  school  outside  our  district.  The  out¬ 
break  involved  your  Public  Health  Staff  in  a  considerable  amount  of 
v/ork,  advising  families  and  collecting  samples,  I  am  pleased  to 
acknowledge  the  help  and  co-operation  of  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  of  an  adjoining  district  and  also 
the  enormous  amount  of  work  and  advice  given  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  of  Ipswich, 

I  am  pleased  to  record  that  after  many  devoted  years  of  advice 
by  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  we  have,  at  the  large  local  food 
factory,  that  most  essential  factor  of  all,  excellent  co-operation  from 
the  Management  and  the  most  welcome  addition  to  their  staff  of  a 
bacteriologist  who  is  also  food  hygiene  advisor.

The  table  on  the  following  page  indicates  the  position  in  each 
parish  as  at  the  50th  September. 
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During  the  year  four  samplee  of  v/ater  v/ere  taken  for 
bacteriological  purposes  and  of  these  three  v;ere  satisfactory. 

There  was  no  carting  of  water  in  '19^4. 

(11)  Drainage  and  Sewerage  The  Norton  sewage  disposal  works  became 
available  in  19^  and  immediate  steps  were  taken  to  modernise  the 
Council  houses  and  connect  to  the  sev;er,  also  quite  a  number  of  private 
owners  made  early  coiniections. 

The  number  of  properties  on  the  sevnr  are  slov/ly  but  steo.dily 
being  added  to  every  year  as  can  be  seen  from  the  aippended  tables. 

A  start  has  been  made  on  the  sev/age  scheme  v/hich  embraces  the 
villages  of  Beyton,  Hessett  and  Thurston  also  Gre.at  Bcirton  of  Thingoe 
Dural  District  Council.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  v;orks  will  be  in 
part  operation  by  the  end  of  19S5* 

It  is  hoped  that  the  provision  of  sev/ers  for  Drinkstone  and 
V/attisfield  will  not  be  long  delayed  as  the  need  is  great  in  both 
villages. 

The  sev/ering  of  To  stock  and  Sto\;langtoft  would  leave  only  Hunston, 
Ilinderclay,  Langham  and  small  hamlets  to  receive  attention.  All  of 
these  works  could  be  completed  within  a  fevj  years. 

During  the  year  59  applications  were  received  for  Grant  Aid  - 
17  for  Discretionary  and  42  for  Standard  Grants.  In  '196^  the  figures 
were  32  for  the  former  and  39  for  the  latter.

2.  Rivers  and  Streams 


There  eere  several  water  courses  and  streams  within  the  area, 
the  pollution  of  v/hich  bj''  house  drains  is,  thanks  to  the  advent  of 
sewers,  sradua.lly  beinc  reduced, 

3.  (1)  Closet  Accommodation 


The  pail  type  of  closet  is  steadily  decreasing  as  most  properties 
where  possible,  are  connecting  to  the  sewer,  failing  that,  to 
septic  tank  form  of  drainage. 

(11)  Public  Cleansing. 


The  removal  of  household  refuse  is  still  operated  on  a 
fortnightly  basis  but  the  time  is  now  ripe  for  a  weekly  collection. 

The  growth  of  the  villages,  the  incoming  of  townspeople,  coupled 
with  the  fact  tliat  in  addition  to  a  full  dustbin  there  may  be  a 
cardboa.rd  container  or  oil  drum  also  filled  to  capacity,  emphasises 
the  need  for  a  more  frequent  removal. 

Applications  are  occasionally  received  for  a  back  door  collection 
instead  of  the  kerb  side  system  in  operation.  Although  this  is 
very  desirable  a  v/eekly  removal  is  far  more  important. 

The  refuse  vehicle,  a  four  ton,  l8  cubic  yard  Karrier,  gives 
quite  good  service  and  is  manned  by  a  driver  and  two  1-..  .ders,  who 
remove  refuse  from  3? 590  premises  every  two  v/eeks. 

A  free  dustbin  service  has  been  provided  for  several  years 
and  ham  proved  very  satisfactory. 

Refuse  tips  ore  at  Badwell  Ash,  Eli-isv/ell,  Hinderclay  acd 
Rattlesden;  these  are  levelled  and  coverd  with  soil  as  frequently 
as  a  bull-dozer  can  be  hired. 

The  Rodent  Operator  visits  the  refuse  tips  rmd  sprays  with 
insecticides  to  keep  down  the  flies  end  v/asps  and  baits  to  combat 
rats. 


V/aste  paper,  weigliing  five  tons  was  salvaged  during  1964  and 
the  proceeds,  amounting  to  £20,,  are  used  to  help  to  defray  the  cost 
of  refuse  collection.

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  19^3  requires  Local  Authorities 
to  ensure  that  any  animal  slaughtered  for  human  consumption  is 
inspected  in  detail.
